Our dispatches give the latest news
from all sections. As usual, they will be
read with interest. We have no later
news from tbe Arkansas. It is quite low
and barely admits of the passage of the
lightest boats to Little Rock, while above
that point navigation is precarious. Whit
river is falling rapidly, with six feet on
the bars below Jackaonport. As yet tbe
packets have experienced uo trouble, but
pilots have to watch sharp when going
over shoal places, to keep dear of the!
woods. In Black river, below Pocahon
tas, there is five feet. In Cpper White
there is not more than twenty inches. It
will be seen tbat the river at this point
raised more rapidly in the laat 24 hour
than in the 24 hours proceeding. It went
up six inches yesterday and but three
inches on Friday. It is running over the
banks at many places above here, and the
St. Francis river bottom is rapiuly tilling
up with water. Heavy rains fell yeater-da- y

morning. Business on the levee was
not brisk, in consequence.

tion Iroin 'Squire Foley. Our infoBBialion
came iroui Captain J. M. White, of tha
Belle Lee, in person, and though he used
the word dt unk instead of " indisposed,"
tbe statement be m.ule to us is substan-
tially the same as mat given in our issue
of yesterday and repriuted below:

"Memphis, Tex:., April 9, 1870.
"Kditors Appeal :sn 3'our river column

of this morning I find the following:
" Among the deck hands employed ou
the Belle Lee wheu she left New Orleans
on her up trip were a half dosen darkies
who lived in this city. They hired for
the round trip, but "intended, of course,
to jump tbe boat here, whi4i they did.
Not sal.sfied with a free ride home, they
sued the boat before 'Squire Foley for
wages. When tbe case came up" the
'Squire, it is said, was indisposed, but a
deputy constable put on his honor's wig
ami gown, occupied tho sent of justice,
heard the case, awarded tbe negroes
wages, made out an attachment against
the Isiat, dunned his hat. went to tha
river, forced the officers of tbe boat to pay
rather than be compeUed to lay over, etc.,
all in about the time wo take to tell it.
That the deputy is a useful officer no una
can doubt.' Now, sir, there is not o no
word of truth in the above statement, aa
I am able to prove by respectable gentle-
men who were in my office at the time,
aud who were in 110 way connected with
the matter. The facta are as follows:
These negroes came 10 mv office
and represented to me that thev
had shipped at New Orleans on the
Belle Lee, without :inythiug having been
said about ' round trip,' or how long they
were to remain on said boat. Some said
they were being turued saT without their
pay ; one had his hand severely hurt in
unloading freight here, ami said that they
refused to pay him because he would not
work, which he waa clearly unable to do.
On their making tbe prnsr affidavit. I
myself issued writs of attachment, as tbe
law makes it my duty to do, and the offi-
cer went to the river and served tbem,
and the matter was settled. I was not
'indisposed,' as yonr informant states, but
at the time the negroes came rn. I waa is-
suing a writ (d aiiachuinnt in another
case, the attorney in which kindlv assisted
me in writing the affidavits aud writs in
these cases against said boat. Tbe cases
were settled without trial. Such a batch
of gross falsehoods could certainlv be of
no benefit to the Belle Lee, and I cannot
see how it could benefit am-- me else. J.
R. Robertson and J. U. Cherry, attornevs,
were both present at the tim. as well as
others, who know that the facts are aa I
have herein stated. Will vou do me the
justice to publish this.

" MICHAEL FOLEY."
"Editors Appeal: 1 was present at the

time these attachments were issued
against the Belle Lee, and know that the
facts are as above stated by 'Squire Foley.
The 'Squire was n it ' indisposed ' but was
busy at the time, yet he examined the
affidavits prepared, "swore the parties to
them, and issued the writs iu due form of
law.

The Louisville Conner says: "A few
days since Deputy United States Marshal
John Wharton was sent from tbia city to
Cairo, UL, to seize the steamer Grand Era,
bu.lt at this port last tall for Captain Geo.
Kouns, for the New Orleans and Red river
trade. I'pon his arrival at Cairo he got
on board of tho ste .mer. and as soon as
she swung out from the wharf to go down
the river, in Kentucky waters, be served
the attachment and proceeded, as required
by law, to post a copy of the writ in tbe
offli-e- . The clerk tore, down the notice,
threw il upon Ihe floor and stamped upon
it.
